An effort will be made to have them reach San Fran- 
cisco in a body, and their landing at the ferry will be the signal for 
the opening of the festivities. 


The date for this outburst of the public enthusiasm is there- 


fore somewhat indefinite. Just when the labors of the Congressmen 
and the loyal citizens of the Golden West will be completed will 
have to be figured and an appropriate time set -when all can be on 
hand to enjoy to the fullest the intoxicating reality of the victory 
which is ours.

In his clamorous effort to vindicaie himself from the charge of 


plotting to annex Oakland to San Francisco, Councilman Elliot 
denies that it 'was ever proponed to carry through the annexation 
scheme without the consent of the communities San Francisco-is 
striving to absorb. But he admits that he was in close communion 
with the proponents of the annexation scheme. He says: 
I at- 


tended a meeting of the legal committee some time ago, at which 
Gavin McXab, Senator Wolfe, Warren O'lney Sr. and Allan Wnght 
were present, and it was distinctly stited that no such attempt to 
secure a law for a vote of the whole territory on annexation ques- 
tions would be made.'' 


This brings Mr. Elliot in consulalion with Senator Wolfe and 


the committee having the annexation movement in charge. Mr. El- 
liot appears to have been one of the charter members of the organ- 
ization. 
Senator Wolfe was its legislative agent. The amendment 


he originally introduced provided for annexation without asking the 
consent of the towns marked for absorption. By its terms San Fran- 
cisco could have annexed San Jose, or Santa Rosa, or VaUejo,_or 
Sacramento for that matter, by merely casting a larger affirmative 
vote than the smaller towns could ca-,t in the negative. 


That amendment provided that San Francisco could call an an- 


nexation election whenever ten per cent of the registered voters of

Everybody knows how easy it is to get such a 


petition signed. The question of annexation would then be deter- 
mined bv a "joint" vote of San Francisco and the town to be an- 
nexed 
Having the greater number of votes San Francisco could 


carrv any annexation scheme she chose. This original amendment 
was'introduced by Senator Wolfe on January 10, 1911. It provides 
as follows: 


"Any two or more cities, or a city and county with other cities, 


may consolidate and form one city and county, whether such cities 
are situated in the same or different 
counties, provided that the 


municipalities thus consolidated shall in the aggregate contain a 
.population of at least twenty-five thousand inhabitants as estab- 
lished by the last preceding United States census. 


"If a majority of the votes cast in any two or more municipali- 


ties is in favor of such charter, then such municipalities so voting 
shall constitute a city and county, with all the powers, privileges, 
duties and liabilities appertaining thereto prescribed by this consti- 
tution." 


This amendment embodied the scheme proposed by the com- 


mittee with which Mr. Elliot connubiated. It does not provide that 
.-i negative vote in cither of (the towns it is proposed to consolidate 
shall defeat the scheme. On the contrary, it provides that a major- 
ity of the combined vote of San Francisco and the towns to be an- 
nexed shall prevail.

ing down the cost of the car. 
For in- 


stance the metals at the command of the 
motor car engineer for 1911 are far su- 
perior to anything- ever dreamed of tea 
years ago. 


The machine tool maker has done his 
part ancl tlie special automatic machin- 
ery of today is capable of a producdon 
of vast'.y more parts per day than could 
have beer, obtained from the machines 
of even five years ago. 


Factoi-y method* hava improved so 


nmazing'ly that ihe 
vastness 
of tho 


change seems impossible. 
I remember- 


In the early days when I was with one 
of the first companies that manufactur- 
ed automobiles we turned out twenty 
little one-cylinder jobs in a week and a 
statement to that effect was- sent to one 
of the trade papers.
